VOLUNTEER SYSTEM 


UNGE MORE FAILS 


Washington, May 29.—War depart- 
ment officials are pointing to the daily 
recruiting figures as proof anew that 
the volunteer system again has broken 
down in time of national emergency. 

Yesterday’s regular army recruiting 
brought in 2,237 men, making a total of 
87,518 since Apri 11. But army officers 
declare that a great drive for volun- 
teers to fill the army and national 
guard to the new war strength will be 
necessary unless there is to be serious 
delay in organizing the newly author- 
ized regiments. These, of course, are for 


the regular army and quite apart from 
the army to be raised by selective con- 
' scription. 


Despite the fact that the 
nation is at war and American regulars 
are under orders for the fighting front 


in France, less than 200,000 men have 


enlisted since April 1 in the regulars 
and national guard. 

The present rate of enlistment—1,200 
to 1,500 a d@ay—officials say, must he 
increasde to 10,000 or 20,000 a day if the 
forces which in all probability will be 
among the first to follow Major General 
Pershing’s division to Europe are to go 
forward promptly. An appeal to the 
country from the president may be neéc- 
essary to get the men. 

The national guard is in even a worse 
situation. The present total strength 
of the force is less than 200,000 and 
raised o a war footing, as has been 
ordered, should total 330,000. In addi- 
tion the sixteen national guard divi- 
sion plan on which the war department 
is working would require nearly as 
many more to fill necessary additional 
regiments. 

The most striking fact in connection 
with the recruiting rate for the regu- 
lars, officials say, is that even thé an- 
nouncement that General Pershing 
would lead a division to Franes without 
delay failed utterly to stimulate enlist. ' 
ment. The daily average recruiting 1

Final steps toward the establishment 
of an aviation school at Georgia Tech 
were taken yesterday when the board 
of trustees meti at the governor's man- 
sion and voted in favor of the estab- 
lishment of the school. Action of the 
trustees followed a meeting of the fac- 
ulty in the morning, who recommended 


the step. 

The school will not be for Tech stu- 
dents only, but will be one of the six 
aviation schools which the government 
proposes to establish in different parts 
of the United States. 

The school will open on June 11 and 
200 men will receive instruction in aero- 
nautics, which course will require 
twelve months of intensive training. 

Selected by Government. 

Georgia Tech was recently selected 
by the government, after Dr. Mathe- 
son, president of the school, conferred 
with the offcials at Washington. The 
government was awaiting the decision 
of the trustees, and immediately upon 
the dismissal of the students the 


school will be established. 

The men will be taught along the 
most scientific lines the mechanism of 
air crafts, and the instructors will be 
experienced mechanics of flying ma- 
chines. Every phase of the construc- 
tion will be taught and it is proposed 
that when the men finish the course 
they will be able to assemble a ma- 
chine rapidly and correctly. 

An aviation field will be prepared 
in the near future for practical in- 
struction in handling air machines, and 
it is expected that this field will be 
near Atianta, although the location has 
not been named. The field will re- 
quire several hundred acres of level 
ground, and in some instances’ the 
fields have been established quite a 
distance from the mechanical depart- 
ment of the school. However, it is 
expected that an ideal location can 
be found in the vicinity of Atlanta. 


Will Open June 11. 


The aviation students will be housed 
in Tech flats during the summer, and 
if accomodations can’ be arranged they 
will remain there during the entire 
course of instruction. If the enroll 
ment at Tech is extremely large next 
term other arrangements will be made 
by the government for the accomo- 
dation of the members of the aviation 
school, 

The establishment of this school at 
Tech is another step which will make 
Atlanta one of the most, important 
military centers in the United States. 


Ot the six schools established by the 
government it is the only one in the 


southern states. 

Preparations will begin at once for 
the establishment of the school, which 
will open for instruction on June 11.

Tuesday passed with relative calm 
on both the British and French fronts 
in France, the British war office merely 
recording a successful raid northwest 
of La Bassee and the French official 
communication asserting that artillery 
fighting alone prevailed. 

Following reports of an incréase in 
the Russian artillery activity against 
the Austrians in the eastern theater 
comes a statement that there has been 
a renewal of the activity of the Russo- 
Rumanian forces against the Teutonic 
allies in Rumania, and that early at- 
tacks by them are expected. The visits 
to Jassy, the new capital of Rumania, 
of M. Thomas, the French minister of 
munitions, and M. Kerensky, the Rus- 
sian minister of war, possibly may be 
connected with the revival of the ac- 
tivity of Russo-Rumanian troops.

Rome, May 29.—(Via London.)—The 
Italians in the Plava sector yesterday 
drove the Austro-Hungarian forces to 
the end of the er east of Globna, 
says the official etatement issued to- 
day by the Italian war department. 
Since May 14, the statement adds, Aus- 
tro-Hungarian prisoners taken on the 
Julian front number 23,681. The Ital- 
ians also captured 36 guna, including 
13 of the heaviest caliber. 

The war office announcement reads:

In the morn- 
ing an attack in force by strong enemy 
parties against the summit of the 
hill was broken by the prompt action 
of our troops. Our infantry, overcom- 
ing the tenacious resistance of the 
enemy hidden in caves, made im- 
portant progress on the southeastern 
slope of the ‘hill and established them- 
selves in these positions. 

“In the Plava sector we drove the 
enemy to the end of the valley east 
of Globna and captured about 100 
prisoners. 

“The total number of prisoners cap- 
tured on the Julian front since May 
14 is 23,681, including 604 officers. 
The great quantity of material cop- 
tured during the battle is being col- 
lected. We already have counted 36 
guns, 18 of which are of heavy caliber, 
148 machine guns and 27 trench mor- 
tars. In addition we have taken a 
large quantity: of rifles and war ma- 
terial of every description.” .

NO TIME TO USE GLOVES. 


Reading the announcement by a United 
States district attorney in San Francisco 
that he contemplated compiling a list of per- 
sons opposed to the selective draft, who ad- 
vised young men to defy the law, a Los 
Angeles woman wrote to him to “put my 
name at the head of your list.” The official 
did as directed; and the woman was arrested 
and jailed—just as United States District 
Attorney Alexander says Georgians who in- 
terfere with the workings of the conscription 
law will be.

Would Stop Manufacture of 
Alcoholic Drinks During War 


Editor Constitution: I believe the press 
of the country should back a movement to 
stop the use of grain for making alcoholic 
drinks so as to conserve our present grain 
supply. 

This is a critical period. France is call- 
ing for wheat now, and the price of flour 
and corn, as well as meat and other foods, 
is very high in America, owing largely to 
a short cereal crop throughout the world 
last year. America cannot increase her 
grain crop this year and many bushels are 
now being used for making alcoholic drinks. 
Why should our people make a supreme ef- 
fort to increase our food supply, why should 
even our women be called upon to work to 
raise food crops and pour them into the 
cornucopia of the nation while the bottom 
is open and hundreds of millions of grain 
are running out at the bottom in the form 
of alcoholic drinks? 

Dr. H. W. Wiley, one of our best in- 
formed food specialists, says that enough 
grain is used annually in making alcoholic 
drinks to feed the nation for one month. 
Let us have national prohibition for the 
period of the war. ‘We would at one stroke 
save more bushels of grain for food pur- 
poses than we can increase our grain pro- 
duction this year, we would become a sober 
nation, and we would save the four or five 
billions of dollars which the nation spends 
for alcoholic drinks.
